I. A Lament Over Israel, verses

2 Samuel 1.17), or in the face of any 
calamity, such as Ezekiel uttered in 
Ezekiel 19, This lamentation in Amos 
has “the proper form of clegine poetry | 
in Hebrew, being composed of poetic

Amos has been called “the first) 
Doomster of Israel.” “The virgin of | 
Israel is fallen,” he cried, “she shall 
no more rise; she is cast down upon 
her land; there is none to raise her 
up.” “The point of the figure, the vir- 
gin of Israel, Is probably in that it 
represents Israel as free and untram- 
melled by the yoke of any foreign na 
tion.”—John Merlin Powis Smith. 

So sure is the prophet of her fall 
that he speaks as if it were already 
accomplished, and her condition were 
hopeless. “‘How is it possible,’ said 
the people, ‘that the virgin daughter 
of Israel can be fallen, when every 
body is rich; or that the kingdom can | 
be undermined, when the nation is 
prosperous? Is it not a nation’s fune- 
tion to develop trade? Are not em 
pires constructed for the purpose of 
increasing foreign commerce, and de- 
veloping the home market? And now 
that trade with our great foreign mar- 
kets and in our home market is at it’s 
height, this prophet comes and tells 
/us that Israel is fallen, she can rise 
‘no more!’ His countrymen judged by 
externals; Amos judged by principles. 
Amos saw and understood causes; the 
people recognized only resuits. Amos 
saw injustice and i{niquity practised 
and he reasoned thus: ‘God is a God 
of justice.

Expect That All Losses Will Be Made 
Up By End Of Fiscal Year 

Postal revenue in the Dominion 
has gained nearly $2,000,000 In the 
first five months of the fiseal year, and 
it is now practically certain, aceord- 
ing to offictals of the post offlee de- 
partment, that all losses in federal’ 
revenue due to the return to penny 
postage will be caught up before the 
year expires, March 31, 192@. 


This means that since the ineep- 
tion of penny postage, July 1, 1926, 


the Canadian public have purchased 


$5,000,000 more in postage stamps 


jthan before. Asked to aceount for the 


extraordinary increase in tho use of 
the mails, the post office oMecials de 
clared that penny postage had un 
doubtedly stimulated the pubile to 
write more letters. The chief explan 
ation, however, they declared, was 
that Canada today was more prosper 
ous than at any time since the war 


“Post oflice revenues,” said the off 


}cials, “are the very best test of pros 
perity. If times are bad, merchants and 
other business men do not carry on 


widespread advertising  ecampigns. 
There is a tendency among all class 
es to economize. When times are food 
the reverse applics. The penny post 
age rate, however, has had the addi 
tional effect of enabling many busi 
ness houses te conduct high-class ad 
verusing campaigns at lower cost, 
These sort of campaigns were not put 
on when 
in effect.” 

It costs something more than $31, 
000,000 annually to run the post office 
Under the three-cent rate income and 
expenditure balanced about evenly.
